REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Citizens of Mont Vernon: 

In presenting our Annual School Report for the year 
closing March 1st, 1890. it will be the aim of those charged 
with this duty that it shall be direct and brief. 

At a meeting of the district on the 12th of March, 1890, 
Mr. William H. Kendall was elected a member of the Board 
for three years. April 3d, the Board organized with W. H. 
Kendall as President, Mrs. A. A. Campbell, Treasurer, and 
C. J. Smith, Secretary. 


CENTER SCHOOL. 


_ The Center School was taught the Spring term by Miss 
M. EK. Collins, of Charlestown, Mass. She came highly 
recommended, with a Normal School training, She is a 
most amiable lady, of excellent character, and her method 
of teaching was not the subject of adverse criticism, but her 
discipline was extremely lax, and in this respect the school 
was well nigh an utter failure. So turbulent was its condi- 
tion that the Board were anxious that her successor for the 
Fall term should, with other desirable qualifications, assure 
us of capacity for efficient government. 

From half a score of applicants, Miss A. C. Ellison, of 
Boston Highlands, was selected. She is a graduate of the 
Boston Normal School and her culture, maturity of judg- 
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_ ment, and years of uniform success in teaching both Pri- 
mary and Grammar Schools, warranted the hope that her 
labors might promote order and progress here. The event 
justified our expectation. Though the school was reduced 
in numbers by the transfer of six of the larger pupils to the 
Irstitute, in a short time she had brought order out of chaos. 

At the close of the term, her skilful instruction and ex- 
cellent government had so gained for her the grateful esteem 
of the Board and parents, that her services were secured 
for the Winter term. She conducted the school through 
this term with unabated success. At its close the Board, 
believing the continuance here of one so industrious and 
competent, vital to the welfare of this school, and apprehen 
sive that nore lucrative positions would be offered her, re- 
engaged her for the Spring term. No intelligent visitor to 
her school can fail to be impulsed by the the quiet and or- 
derly deportment of the children and their lively interest in 
their studies. No pupil under her tuition has failed to make 
fair progress, and in some instances the advance has been 
most remarkable. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 


Miss Anna J. Tibbetts, of Charlestown, Mass., was em- 
ployed for the Spring term. Miss Tibbetts was a teacher 
of two years experience, and a young lady of much spright- 
liness and energy and fair scholarship. A case of corporal 
punishment, of extreme severity, inflicted upon a lad of 
eleven years, disaffected a portion of the districts, and ren- 
dered her retention for a second term inexpedient. At the 
examination at the close of the term, the order was good, 
and the proficiency of some of the pupils commendable. 

The teacher for the Fall term was Miss L. G. Otis, of 
Concord, recently from Michigan, and a graduate of its State 
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Normal School. Her previous teaching experience was 
slight. In literary attainments. and familiarity with the 
Normal method of instruction, she was amply equipped. 
Each member of the Board visited the school early in the 
term and discovered nothing amiss. As the term progressed 
rumors of lack of. order reached us. ‘Two weeks before the , 
term should have closed, the teacher was summoned by tele- 
graph to attend a dying brother at New Haven, Conn. The 
school had been so abruptly and prematurely closed, that 
there was no actual knowledge of its status at that time. 
On her return to New Hampshire, she reported to us at 
Concord, and the question before us was, should we recall 
her, uniting the unfinished Fall term w'th the Winter. Some 
hesitation led one of our number to canvass the district for 
the sentiment of those furnishing pupils, and the report was 
so favorable that her sevices were retained. Her adminis- 
tration was not a success. Lack of dignity and a listless- 
ness of manner were conspicuous. Some of the older 
scholars exhibited disrespect for their teacher without evok- 
‘ing a becoming resentment. -Her ability or disposition to 
secure the order requisite to a good school was wanting.’ 
Several of the pupils were permitted to abandon the school. 
Yet, though in some measure demoralized, the winter term 
was by no means a total failure. ‘The instruction was in- 
telligent and thorough. and some of the parents ‘were satis- 
fied with the manifest proficiency of their children. 


EAST SCHOOL. 


Miss M. Susie Kendall, of Mt. Vernon, had charge of this 
school the Spring and Fall terms. Miss Kendall was assid- 
uous in her efforts for the advancement of her pupils and 
succeeded in winning their affectionate esteem. Her order 
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was good. The Board and Brae were unanimous in 
their approval of her work. 

_ Miss Kendall, having declined the Winter school, Miss L. 
K. Rich of Beverly, Mass., was employed. She proved to be 
a teacher well fitted for the vocation, and her performance 
_ was satisfactory to the Board and parents. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


Miss #. M. Woods, of Mont Vernon, who had previously 
taught this school a number of terms, taught the Spring term 
with the same acceptance of those especially interested 
which had characterized her former service. Miss Woods, 
declining to continue another term, Miss Myrtelle Wallace 
was secured for the Fall and Winter term of 16 weeks. 
This was her initial experience in teaching and it was a suc- 
cess. She succeeded in doing good work in a very quiet 
manner. Stahgigs 

We kave since our last report procured at an expense of: 
$25 a Manikin for use in our schools, as an aid in illustrating 
the study of Physiology. It is of prime importance. 

-We have also purchased and suspended:-in each of our 
four schools Lubrechts Map of the World, which has on the 
reverse side an claborate map of the United States and 
Dominion of Canada with all their counties and railroads 
accurately delineated. 

The New Hampshire yas at its last session en- 
acted as follows: 

Section 1. The sshool committee of every city and town 
shall purchase, at the expense of such city or town, text- 
books and other supplies used in public schools; and said 
text-books and supplies shall be loaned to the pupils of said 
public schools free of charge, subject to such rules and reg- 
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ulations as to care and custody as the school committee may 
prescribe; provided, that in purchasing the first supply of 
text-books under this act the school committee may effect a 
change in the text books previously and then in use upon 
any subject. | 

Sect. Z. Pupils supplied with text-books at the time of 
the passage of this act shall not be supplied with similar 
books by the committee until needed. 

This law took effect Jan. 1, 1890. Before the commence- 
ment of the next term of our schools the Board will provide 
for its application throughout the town.
